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MINING CONFERENCE 
HAS BEEN BEGUN 


POSSIBILITY THAT THE COAL 
STRIKE MAY BE SETTLED. 


Col. Rend 
Attacks 
Ratchford— Big 
Coal Operator Makes Sensational 
Charges - Eugene V. Debs Issues 
An Appeal to Laboring Men - Des­ 
titution in Illinois. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 24.—The confer­ 
ence between National President M. D. 
R atch.ord, National Secretary W. C. 
Pearce and district President Patrick 
Dolan, representing the miners and the 
coal operators of the Pittsburg district, 
called to consider some plan of set­ 
tling the strike, began in the Monon­ 
gahela house Monday afternoon. 
There was considerable preliminary 
sparring o,ver what both sides were 
there for. 
President Ratchford said 
ills idea was that the conference was 
to arrange for an interstate confer­ 
ence. The operators told him the main 
thing was to get the mines started, and 
if the miners’ officials were satisfied 
the question of wages would be sub­ 
m itted to arbitration. 
In the mean­ 
time the mines could be started. Presi­ 
dent Ratchford said they would not 
agree to anything less than 69 cents* > 
pending the settlement of the question 
by the arbitrators, and if the operators 
were not willing to pay 69 cents there 
would be no use of going into a dis­ 
cussion of the m atter. 
The conefrence broke up shortly be­ 
fore l l o’clock at night without reach­ 
ing an agreement. Another conference 
will be held today, when 
both sides 
liope to effect a settlement. 
Col. W. P. Rend of Chicago, whose 
mines are on the 
Pan-Handle 
road, 
stirred up trouble and made a highly 
sensational attack on President Ratch­ 
ford early in the conference. Ratch­ 
ford had referred to the conference of 
labor leaders at St. Louis next Monday, 
and said the meeting will likely result 
in a general suspension of work all 
over the country. He said all trades 
will be affected. 
Col. Rend claimed 
this would be an insurrection and said 
to Ratchford: 
“The circular letter you issued call­ 
ing for that St. Louis meeting was 
treason. If there is a general strike 
of wage-earners in all trades it will be 
an insurrection and this country will 
have another civil w#fr. I am satisfied 
that if this strike continues there will 
be bloodshed, and the blood of the peo­ 
ple killed will be upon 
your 
head. 
You don’t want to settle this strike; 
you are an anarchist and a traitor to 
the cause of labor. The people of this 
country are ready to hang anarchists 
and I am ready to help them pull the 
rope.” 
While Col. Rend was speaking he 
was 
shaking his fist vehemently 
at 
President Ratchford, who remained 
cool and did not attempt to answer the 
operator.

‘To the Social Democracy and 
All 
Lovers of Liberty 
and 
Fair TPlay— 
Greeting: A mass-conventtion will be 
held at St. Louis Monday, Aug. 30, in 
the interest of the striking, starving 
coal miners. 
I understand that this 
convention is called, not to pass idle 
resolutions, but to take prompt and* 
vigorous and united action, and, this 
being the case, I appeal to the Social 
Democracy and to all lovers of liberty 
and humanity to meet at St. Louis on 
the day named to lend a hand to the 
suffering miners of the country. 
“The injunction has again done its 
deadly work. 
Constitutional 
liberty 
has been bludgeoned to death and labor 
bound and gagged for the perpetual ex­ 
ploitation of corporate capital. There 
is no relief in the courts. 
We have 
tried them all, from the bottom to the 
top. and they are all against labor. So 
far as I am concerned, I will appeal to 
them no more. 
We will now appea! 
to the American people. 
“That there has been no violence and 
bloodshed in the miners’ strike is simp­ 
ly because the judges and sheriffs anc 
deputies have been unable to provoke 
an outbreak. 
The miners 
have 
pa­ 
tiently, meekly submitted to the most 
flagrant insults and abuses. 
“The hour has struck to call a halt 
The cowardly, the brutal and wholly 
un-American reign of injunctional gov 
em inent has got to end. A vast army 
of miners are famishing—their wives 
and children are dying. 
We do not 
ask the courts or the authorities to 
help these perishing toilers, but we do 
demand that they take 
their

clutches from the throats of working­ 
men and allow them 
to help them­ 
selves in lawful ways. 
“The Pittsburg operators

clared that they will open their mines 
if they have to do it with Gattling 
guns.

Shepherd, Mich., Aug. 24.—Every­ 
thing is in a turmoil in Shepherd. The 
failure of the People’s bank in Mount 
Pleasant, together with the murder of 
Cashier Struble, has set 
the 
whole 
county on edge. Deputy Sheriff T. D. 
Estee, who is president of the State 
bank here, owner of the grain elevator 
and has hold of the Shepherd end of 
the investigation, learned Monday that 
a package of 31,200, consigned to the 
Farm ers’ bank from Grand Rapids, was 
due to arrive today. Upon the advice 
of the prosecuting attorney he notified 
the express agent here not to deliver 
the package to J. F. Ryan or to any 
one representing the Farm ers’ bank. 
The money will be held with the idea 
of placing it to the account of creditors 
of the bank. 
Mr. Ryan on Monday called on de­ 
positors of the Farm ers’ bank and ask­ 
ing them to give him their pass books. 
He says, with the bank books gone, 
this is the only way he can tell where 
he stands. So far as learned the de­ 
positors refuse to give them up. 
It is not hard to find those who have 
suspicions as to who the guilty per­ 
sons may be. There is a settled cdn- 
viction in the minds of a great many 
that thp motive for the crime was not 
disassociated from a determination to 
destroy the books.

Nebraska Reports 45,000.000 Boskets of 
Wheat and 350,ot*O,00O of Cora. 
Omaha, Neb., Aug. 24.—The wheat 
crop of Nebraska has been thrashed. 
The quality is excellent and the yield 
Is unprecedented, aggregating 45,000,- 
000 bushels. 
The average is twenty 
bushels to the acre, and there were in 
round numbers 2,250,000 acres. 
It is generally estimated 
that the 
yield of corn will be 250,000,000 bushels, 
or fifty bushels to the acre. The corn 
prospects are not as good as they were 
ten days ago. 
About three weeks of 
warm weather are needed to mature 
the crop. 
In South Dakota a close estimate 
plates the wheat 
yield 
at 20,000,000 
bushels. 
The average is fifteen bush­ 
els to the acre. In corn the yield will 
be 200,000,000 bushels, an average of 
forty bushels to the acre. The wheat 
is finished.

D. Rowe, who has had three years’ ex­ 
perience recording such documents in

every loan agent in the 
city.
